The A.'\A administrator appeal- 
ed to farmers to "fix your eyes on 
the forests and not look too close- 
ly at the trees." 
"CnU'Ss the farmers of this 
country can organi/«^ to keep the 
advantage' they are about to hold 
in their hand , in niv ju ..-imeut we 
will be back on the ruins of bank- 
ruptcy and surphises," he warned, 
liook lo {'"lit IIIV 
The pioduct of an Iowa farm, 
Davis told ills fellow Hawkeyes: 
"We are passing out of the 
emergency stage. The now phase

Cuts Distance 


On Detroit Trip

27.—Automo- 


bile distance between the western 
area of the Upper Peninsula and 
the metropolitan area of the Low- 
er Peninsula will be reduced ap- 
proximately 50 miles through con- ' 
struction of a new 
trunk 
line 


route between Clare and Frank- 
fort, for which a half million dol- 
lars is allocated 
from the $D6,- 


500,000 Federal road program, ap- 
proved yesterday by Federal offi- 
cials, announced State 
Highway 


Commissioner 
Murray 
D. Van 


Wagoner. 


The 1935 road and bridge pro- 


gram lists four projects 
in the 


naster plan to close gaps between 
he Detroit metropolitan area and 
the Upper Peninsula and shorten 
.he traveling time between them. 


These projects are: 
12 miles 


of grading, drainage and gravel 
surface from Cadillac southeast, 
estimated to co?t $200,000; 4.7 
miles of grading, 
drainage 
and 


gravel surface from Clare west on 
US-10, most of which is reloca- 
tion, estimated at $100.000; 
1.3 


miles of gravel and concrete sur- 
facing on 1TS-10 in village of Far- 
well, estimated at $40,000; and a 
grade separation on M-47 at Me- 
sick in Wexforcl County, estimated 
at, $65,000, which also will serve 
the new route. 


The proposed new route will 


join US-10 at Farwell and con- 
tinue diagonally by way of Cadil- 
lac 
to 
Frankfort. 
This 
route, 


when completed, will give motor- 
ists virtually a straight line high- 
way between Frankfort :iiul De- 
troit, permitting travelers to use 
the carferry to cross lake Mich- 
gan between Frankfort and Me- 
nominee. 


"In this manner," 
explained 


Mr. Van Wagoner. ' the western 
section of the Upper Peninsula 
will be made easily accessible, re- 
moving the necessity for the long, 
circuitous journoy by way of the 
straits. A surprisingly large num- 
ber of travelers between the pe- 
ninsulas use the Frankfort-Memi- 
minee carferry , now.
